New evidence uncovered by writer- 
producer Abby Mann has been turned 
over to the special House committee 
reopening the investigation of the 
assassination of Dr. Martin Luther 
King. 

Mann, a former Pittsburgher, turned 
up the information while researching a 
drama he is writing about King lor 
NBC. 8 

About a month ago, Mann took his 
findings to a former King aide, Rep. 

Walter E. Fauntroy (D-D.C.). Fauntroy 
confirmed that Mann will be among the 
first witnesses called to testify when 
the new committee hearings begin later 
this year. . 

Mann said some of the new evidence 
deals with the stripping of security at

The latter include a detective who 
was removed from his job as a King se- 
curity agent and placed in custody two 
hours before the assassination. 

“I’d rather not try the case in the 
newspaper,” Mann said. “But the more 
facts I uncovered the more disturbed I 
became and the more convinced I was 
that there should be a new investiga- 
tion.” 

Mann’s script for the three-hour 1 
film, which he has just completed writ- 
ing, is about King’s life, not the 
assassination. 

Mann won an Academy Award for 
writing “Judgement at Nuremberg” 
and was the creator of last season’s 
Medical Story.”
